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DROPS PLAN TO LEASE 
STATE RADIO STATION 


Gov. Caulfield Says Funds Will 
Be Supplied Through Sav- 
ings Elsewhere. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 12.— 
Plans of officers of the State Board 
of Agriculture to lease WOS, the 
state-owned and operated broad- 
casting station at the Capitol, for 
two years to John D. Heiny, the 
station announcer, to be commer- 
cialized under the exclusive control 
of Heiny, were definitely terminated 
today when Gov. Caulfield an- 
nounced the station would not be | 
leased or rented and would not be, 
commercialized. ' 

The Governor said he was op-| 
posed to leasing or commercializing | 
the state station or entering into. 
any agreement for transfer of con- | 
trol of the station to a private in- | 
dividual who might profit from its | 
operation. | 

Through reduction of expendi- | 
tures in some of the other divisions | 
of the State Board of Agriculture, | 
funds will be available for opera- 


tion of the station during the rest 
of the biennial period of 1931 and 
1932, the Governor said. This | 
eliminates the financial emergency | 
which board officers said was the 
principal reason for the plan to! 
turn the station over to Heiny. | 

The. Board of Agriculture met 
here Jan. 4 to determine whether 
it would approve a contract al- 
ready entered into by board offi- 
cers with Heiny, but was unable to 
reach a decision and announced 
the matter would be deferred to a/| 
later meeting. The Governor's’ 
action closes the matter. 

Several board members opposed | 
approval of the contract as entered | 
into on the ground it did not fully 
safeguard the State. The contract 
would have given Heiny exclusive 
control of management of the 
State-owned station for two years, 
would have eliminated existing 
state, supervision of programs, 
would have enabled Heiny to sell 
broadcasting time to advertisers at 
charges fixed by him and author- 
ized him to manage the station in 
“any manner he sees fit.”

to assume the operating expenses 
averaging about $1300 a month.

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UDGE PAROLES 
4 WAYWARD BOYS 
ND GIVES ADVICE 


Only One of Five, Who 
Plead Guilty of Violation 
of Dyer Act Before 
Wham, Must Serve Term. 


“There are three classes of ju- 
venile criminals,” Federal Judge 
Wham said from the bench in East 
St. Louls yesterday to five boys 
who had pleaded guilty of violating 
the Dyer act. In a stolen automo- 
bile, they had started for Detroit 
with two girls who live there. 

“First,” the Judge continued, 
“there are thuse who stray on fool- 


ish impulse. Second, those who 
have weaknesses of character 
which cause them to be easily led 
by others into making mistakes. 
Third, those who have criminal in- 
stincts.”’ 

The five defendants who looked 
studiously at the floor as the Judge 
spoke, were: Joseph McMurray, 
19-year-old quarterback of this sea- 
son's University City High School 
football team; Kenneth Odell, 16, 
son of a Collinsville brakeman; Ed- 
ward Summers, 18 years old, whose 
father is an unemployed shoework- 
er living at 1639 Ohio avenue, St. 
Louis; George Dodson, 18, son of a 
Terminal Railroad employe, 2311 
Hickory street; and Arthur Schu- 
card, 17, of Windsor, Ont., just 
across the river from Detroit. 

When the Judge concluded his 


remarks, after some minutes, he 
sentenced each of the youths to 
three years in the Federal Re- 
formatory at Chillicothe, O. After 
a moment, during which they sat 
in stunned silence, he remitted the 
sentences of all but Schucard, 
placed the others on parole for 
three years. Schucard, already on 
parole on another charge, was or- 
dered sent to the reform school. 

Most of Judge Wham’s remarks 
were directed at the University 
City athlete, McMurray. ‘“Ordi- 
narily,” he said sternly, “you are 
the one who would be made to 
suffer for this crime, This, because 


But as it appears in this case, you 
just made a mistake.” 

Questioned, young McMurray 
said his father and mother were 
separated and asserted he did not 
know the whereabouts of either. 
He resides with Paul H. Miller, a 
member of the Big Brothers’ or- 
ganization, at 714 Interdrive, he 
said, and has dropped out of high 
school, where he was a Senior, 
since the arrest. 


None of the other defendants 


progressed as far as McMurray in | 
education, according to the testi- 


mony. Young Odell told the Court 
he was going back to finish the 
eighth grade and. if possible, to en- 
ter high school. “I played hookey,”’ 
he explained succinctly. Dodson 
said he had only a grade school 
education, having enlisted in the 
Marine Corps when 15, He served 
18 months before being discharged 
on account of his youth. “I en- 
listed just for a thrill,’’ he told the 
Court.

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WOULD REVSE METHOD 
N ZONE LAW CHANGES 


General Council on Civic 
Needs Circulates Petitions 
After Meeting. 


Initiative petitions for a revision 
of the procedure of amending the 
zoning law were delivered to or- 


ganizations and individuals who 
will circulate them, at the quar- 
terly meeting of the General Coun- 
cil on Civic Needs at the Melbourne 
Hotel last night. 

The council is sponsoring the re- 
vision to stop promiscuous amend- 
ment of the zoning regulations by 
the Board of Aldermen. An ordi- 
nance to put this scheme of re- 
vision into effect was defeated by 
the board last June. Details of the 
initiative plan were published last 
week, Reporting on the proposal 
last night, W. Scott Hancock, a 
lawyer and chairman of the coun- 
ell’s zoning committee, said: 

“The proposed revision is not a 
new departure in zoning. It fol- 


lows generally the practices of mosty 


of our larger cities. Statements 
have been made by opponents that 
it is proposed to take away power 
of the Board of Aldermen. The 
amendment does nothing of the 
sort. It simply provides that a 
more direct notice shall be given 
property owners affected by pro- 
posed changes, and where they are 
not in agreement on a change, the 
board shall only make the change 


gained by “jimmying’’ the door. 


by a three-fourths vote. It further 


provides that the Zoning Commis- 
sion (City Plan Commission), which 
drafted the zoning law, shall prop- 
erly be asked for its opinion on 
changes, but it does not bind the 
board to accept any recommenda- 
tion of the commission.” 


The petitions, complying with a 
requirement of the charter, name a 
committee of five, representing the 
petitioners. Members of this group 
are: John H. Feckter of 4266 Ath- 
lone avenue; Hancock, who resides 
at 4832 McPherson avenue; Mrs.

Following one of the most disas- 
trous football seasons ever experi- 
enced by the Washington U. Bears, 
there was considerable “tumult and 
shouting” by alumni and other in- 
terested parties looking to a change 


in coaching policies at the college. 
But this outburst has lost much 
of its volume and Dr. Al Sharpe 
still is sitting in the sadlle as di- 
rector of athletics and head foot- 
ball coach and expects to remain 
there, 

Furthermore, he expects to: see 
no changes in the. coaching staff, 
which is made up of Gale Bull- 
man as chief asssitant, Bob Doyle 
as junior coach, Johnny Davis as 
director of the track team and of 
freshman sport activities, and Don 
White as basketball coach. 

At.the same time, the Post-Dis- 
patch has learned that another 
member of the faculty has stated 
that there is no reason yet to be- 
lieve that Washington will stand 
on its 1931. coaching set-up. 

Expects No Changes. 

“Changes?” Dr. Sharpe repeated 
the question. “There have been 
none that I know of, and if there 
were to be any, I certainly would 
know.” 

Chancellor Throop, asked to con- 
firm or deny the information that 
there would be no. changes, de- 
clined to discuss athletic matters. 

A meetiing of the council sched- 
uled for this week may result in 
the dropping of baseball at Wash- 
ington. The sport hus not been a 
revenue producer and it is thought 
the $900 allowed in last year’s bud- 
get for baseball might be used to 
better advantage in some other de- 
partment.

He 
now is the property of the world 
champicn Cardinals, Bill Terry, 
who was the 1930 £4National 
League batting champion pa run- 
ner-up in’ 1931, has been asked to 
accept a 40 per cent reduction. 

The rejection of both offers 
means that the warfare is on be- 
tween the magnates and their high- 
salaried performers. It is likely to 
be extendéd with: - casualties. 

High Salaries to ‘Down. 

Altogether, it is figured the 16 
major league clubs will cut $1,- 
000,000 or more from their salary 
lists. The amounts per club may 
vary anywhere from $40,000 to 
$100,000, on the basis of informa- 
tion furnished to the Associated 
Press. Reduction of. the player 
limit from 25 to 23 will help in 
this process. ‘ 

“There will be a general cut 
among the higher-priced players,” 
Clark Griffith, president of the 
Washington club, said today. “I 
do not wish to set any figure or 


‘|name individuals, but the slash will 


be general among the highest paid 
men, There might, however, be 
players if 1 feel their efforts last 
year justified it.” 

Griffith voices the general atti- 
tude of the magnates. Only one 
Washington player, Outfielder Dave 
Harris, so far has been reported 
as signing for 1932. He said he 
accepted the same salary as last 
year. 

The Brooklyn club probably will 
do its cutting on a wholesale basis. 
Included in the process will be: 
Dazzy Vance, who got $23,000 for 
winning only 11 games last year: 
Babe Herman, who received $19,- 
000 for hitting .313; Glenn Wright, 
out much of the year; Johnny 
Frederick, Babe Phelps and Lefty 
O’Doul.

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CITY OBTAINS DELAY IN SUIT 
BASED ON EROSION OF ISLAND 


Owners of Land in Missouri River 
Seek $92,250 Damages, Which 
They Lay to Dikes. 

The $92,250 damage suit against 
the citw growing out of the wash- 
ing away of part of Catfish Island 
in the Missouri River, between St. 
Louis and St. Charles Counties, was 
called for trial Monday before 
Circuit Judge Rosskopf. A jury had 
been summoned but the trial was 
delayed until next month on mo- 
tion of the city, which professed 
“surprise” when plaintiffs got per- 
mission to amend their pleadings. 

The plaintiffs are Mr. and Mrs. 
Levi B. Brock and thcir sons, Levi, 
Charles E. and Joseph H., owners 
of the island. Their petition sets 
forth that at one time the island 
contained 198 acres but between 
1923 and 1926 about half of the 
acreage was washed away due to a 
change of the channel in the river 
from the St. Charles to the St. 
Louis County side. The change, it 
is alleged, was brought about by 
the building of dikes by the city in 
connection with the construction of 
its new waterworks plant at How- 
ard Station. In the damage claim 
is a bill for 2800 peach and apple 
trees, valued at $15 each. 

It is stated by the city that the 
destruction was not caused by the 
dikes it built but was due to nat- 
ural erosion, and also from failure 
on the part of the owners to pro- 
tect their land against dikes built 
by the Government. Th® value of 
the land lost is placed by the own- 
ers at $150 an acre. The river is 
now cutting, they assert, to within 
a short distance of their home, 
which was formerly one-fourth of 
a mile from the head of the island.

After being charged with adopt- | 
ing the objectives of the Swope 
plan these boards are charged with | 
the duty of effecting an ‘equiparti- | 
tion’ of the available employment 
among all workers competent {n/ 
the craft. To do this the board of 
the trade association, on the basis 
of trade reports, is required to 
make determinations monthly as/| 
to the gross hours of employment | 
available in the coming month. | 
Then by dividing this gross by the 
employes having jobs, plus the 
registered craftsmen out of work. 
a monthly employment quota per 
worker is ascertained. 

Penalty for Playing Favorites. 

“An employer in the industry 
subject to the act, who employs 
any person in excess of this em- 
ployment quota, shall pay an ex-'! 
cise tax equal to one-half the’ 
wages of such overtime, which goes | 
into the unemployment compensa- | 
tion fund. Thus is the employer to! 
be discouraged from giving excess 
time to a preferred employe at the | 
expense of a disemployed worker. | 

“The disemployed worker can | 
sue the national trade association 
before the workmen’s accident 
commission to enforce his rights, if 
he fails to secure his quota of em- 
ployment. While the individual 
employer retains unchanged his 
prviilege to hire or discharge the 
employes, the national association, 
of which he is a member, is put 
under a duty to provide the regis- 
tered unemployed worker with his 
quota of employment, or in de- 
fault, pay him employment quota 
compensation equal to the wages 
lost. 

“The workmen’s accident com- 
pensation commissions of the sev- 
eral states are given jurisdiction to 
pass on the competency of unem- 
ployed applicants after giving a 
hearing to the national trade asso- 
ciation concerned. 

“The bill applies to corporations 
employing not less than 50 persons, 
doing an interstate business, en- 
gaged in manufacturing, mining, 
transportation, electrical communi- 
cation, building construction, dis- 
tribution of gas and petroleum, and 
the transmission of electrical en- 
ergy”

Witnesses Say Prices Paid Ex- 
ceeded Fair Value 100 to 
7000 Per Cent.

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—Witnesses 


testified yesterday at the conspiracy 
trial of eight former officials of 
the Sanitary District Board that 
supplies to the organization in 
1297-28 were paid for at 100 to 
7000 per cent above their fair 
value.

trick, two majors worth 30 and th 
no-trump and all-trump declar 
tions with 35 each. 7 

Its operation is simple. When 
ever all players follow suit th 
highest card wins the trick. If 
player cannot follow suit he car 
trump with any card of any othe 
suit, all other suits being trump 
If two or three players trump with 
cards of different suits, the hig 
est “trumping” cara takes th 
trick; if of equal value, the firs 
high one. 

The new declaration particu 
larly adapted to those hands i 
which one partner is short of th 
suits in which the other is long 
hands which are now classed 
‘misfits.”
